Pangalos today announced what 
amounts to a military dictatorship. 
He will take over control of the 
entire government 
The announcement was made at a 
banquet given in honor of the 
Premier by the Democratic guard 
regiments. 

After paying tribute to the pa- 
triotic conduct of the army in the 
grave national crisis since 1919, 
Premier Fanga los declared that he 
was compelled, for reasons that 
he will make public, to modify his 
attitude as from tomorrow. Hence- 
forth he will assume entire re- 
sponsibility for the government of 
the country and rely solely upon 


national conscience in order 
save Greece.

In his speech, M. Pangalos con- 
tended that since the revolution 
of 1909, the man who had made 
Greece powerful (Venizelos) had 
tried the experiment of Parla- 
mentary government, but from 
that time the power of Greece had 
waned. Then came disaster in 
Asia Minor, followed by the rev- 
}olution of 1922. That revolution 
was only a partial success, for 
it falled to produce a condition 
of healthy politics, 

At the close of his speech, Pan- 
galos was accorded an ovation. A 
guard numbering 200 then left 
the hall and paraded the princi- 
pal streets acclaiming Pangalos.

. BORDIGHERA (Italy) Jan. 3. 
The death of Dowager Queen Mar- 
gherita, mother of King Victor 
Emmanuel, is imminent. The last 
rites of the church have been ad- 
ministered. The Queen was in a 
coma throughout the day. 

An official bulletin issued by the 
physicians this evening says: Dur- 
ing the early hours this morning 
the Dowager Queen suddenly 
showed symptoms of cerebral 
thrombosis. The end drew near 
rapidly, hour. by hour. At 8 
o'clock this evening her tempera- 
ture was 102.2, pulse 118. The pa- 
tient was in a state of coma.” 

King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Helena have arrived and 
are at her bedside, The end is 


thought to be not far off. : 

Queen Margherita was stricken 
December 16, 1925, with pulmo- 
nary pleurisy. Despite her ad- 
vanced age—she celebrated her 
seventy-fourth birthday November 
20, 1925—the royal patient 
showed steady improvement after

This decision was hastened be- 
cause even Chang. long the tool 
and ally of the Jepanese, was 
alienated by the blundering of the 
Tokio authorities As one care- 
ful American correspondent put 
it: “Japan calculated that Chang 
was doomed and has been trim- 
ming her sails aceordingly.” When 
Kuo was advancing triumphantly 
on Mukden the Japanese forces 
did many things to hamper Chang. 
They declared his Mukden ar- 
senalis within the neutral zone. 
they would not let him use the 
railway for transport of his 
troops and supplies and they made 
a plain bid for future friendship 
with Kuo and Feng, who were 
expected to dominate Manchuria 
m the future. 


LIFTS FIGHTING BAN 

So when Chang suddenly cap- 
‘ured Kuo's army and killed that 
leader he naturaliv felt resentful 
over the desertion of his. former 
allles. On his return to Mulden 
for a reason which nobody has 
explained but which can be easily 


uessed, the commander of the

den —in other words he with- 
drew the claim that Japan con- 
trolled the city. 

Various dispatches have indi- 
cated that Chang now feels he is 
tree to make new deals inde- 
pendently of the Japanese. “He 
hus gained tremendously in the 
opinion of all China through his 
refusal] to desert his cause even 
when apparently beaten.” says 
one Tokio writer. Several other 
war lords are expected to ally 
themselves with him in order to 
crush Feng.“ 

Tt is not improbahle under 
these conditions, that Chane will

Pointing out that magic is the 
art of achieving certain desired re- 
sults by means of an established se- 
ries of words or acts believed to 
owe their efficacy to super-physical 
power, Dr. Roest declares that 
magic is not disappearing with the 

advance of civilization. 

“It flourishes luxuriantly in our 
organized religion,“ Me said. The- 
ology firmly clings to its efficacy 
whether intelligiole or not, and 
modern occultists give it an ex- 
plantation which outdoes even sci- 
ence in nationalization.” 

Primitive and modern white 
magic have many points of simi- 
larity... Dr. Roest says. 

“The sun dance of the plains In- 
dians provides some interesting 
parallels to the Christian euchar- 
ist,” he says: Both are 
religious and in part dramatize a 
sacred story, but both have thelr 
magical side.

Both are full of sym- 
bolical acts which often have a

He w 
the best hit-and-run man that ev 
lived and a remarkable 3 
Keeler was a chop hitter and 
rarely ever drove the ball a long 
way. He made 200 or more hits 
in each of eight seasons of his 
career and only Cobb has equaled 
or bettered this record, He went 
through several consecutive sea- 
sons without striking out, and he 
struck out fewer times than any 
player in history. This was due 
to the manner in which he of- 
fered at the ball, his peculiar chop 
stroke making him a hard man 
to strike out. It is the swinger 
that furnishes pitchers with strike- 
out records.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The 
United States is lumber hungry. 
No matter if the annual production 
is measured in billions of feet, it 
always finds a waiting need. When 
the average citizen goes to bulld 


himself a home, the chances are 


ninety-six out of 100 that he will 
use. wood if he tives in the coun- 
try and fifty-nine to ninety-seven 
out of a 100 if he lives in town 
or city. The average frame house 
requires 20,833 feet of lumber and 
there are 400,000 houses bullt ev- 
ery: year; even if other material 
is used for walis, about three-fifths 
as much lumber is used in a six - 
room house as would be used in 
frame construction. 

Universal demand has made the 
tumber industry one of the gigan- 
tic businesses of the United States. 
In early days when first-growth 
forests were within reach of every 
city, local sawmilis and mule trans- 
portation sufficed to supply the 
needs of the people, but the prodi- 
gious growth which increased the 
population by leaps and bounds 
required that the lumber Industry 
keep pace with the nation, just 
as ,other industries hed to ex- 


pand, in order that the large quan- 
titles 


needed could be made evail- 
able from the remote foresta. 


production in 1924 reached the 
astonishing total of 35,930,986,000 
board feet, the standard unit of 
measurement being a board one- 
foot equare and one inch thick. It 
is still more interesting to note 
that twenty-six States and the 
District of Columbia. used more 
wood. than they produced and that 
only twenty-two States had enough 
timber to supply their own needs 
and leave a’ surplus for export. 
More than one-fourth of the en- 
tire output, 28 per cent to be ex- 
act, came from two States—Wash- 
ington and Oregon. 

This growing dependence of the 
rest of the country on the Pacific- 
Northwest for one of the necessi- 
ties of modefn life has caused one 
of the great industrial migrations 
of history. The lumber industry 
some generations ago centered in 
the Eastern States; as their tim- 
ber supply was used up, the in- 
dustry shifted to the Great Lakes 
and into the famous yellow-pine 
belt of the South which furnished 


the lumber for the great national. 


expansion of the last quarter cen- 
tury. 

Now that the yellow pine stand 
is approaching comparative ex- 
haustion, the center of lumber pro- 
duction~is shifting to the Pacific- 
Northwest, where the greatest for- 
ests in the world are waiting to 
supply the country’s expanding 
needs. A 

Over a trillion feet of lum- 
ber ts the estimate of the timber 
resources of the five Pacific-North- 
west, States. This is one-half of all 
the btanding timber in the entire 
country end shows why building 
experts point to these States as 
America’s future dependence for 
lumber and. why cutting in these 
States must be trebled in the next 
few years 80 that expansion 
throughout the nation may not be 
checked. Jt will be recognized that 
without the lumber of the North- 
west, there would be another hous- 
ing shortage, higher rents. unem- 
ployment, and restriction of busi- 
ness in every State.

ernment figures, was the greatest 
of any State, more than 6,600,000,-

An analysis of the 
oll showed it to be of high grade 
quality and it is on the strength 
of this discovery that the Ministry 
bases its present plans to make a 
detailed study of oil possibilities in 
the Valley of Mexico.

Kentuckian Broke Jail and 
_ Disappeared 


Murder Charge Followed 
Quarrel With Friend 


Indiana Farmer Reveals Facts 
Ere He Dies 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


‘GLASGOW (Ky.) Jan. 8.— 
“What became of Joe Hester?” a 
question first asked here fifty-eight 

re ago, has béen answered, it 

belleved, through the death of 
a man who lived on a farm in In- 
diana for nearly half a century. 

On August 26, 1867, Joseph Hes- 
ter and Isham Petty, another 
youth, according to the story as 
recalled here, became involved in 
@ quarrel] north of town. Petty’s 
death followed, and his body now 
lies in an unmarked grave the 
Higgins burying-ground here. 

Mester was placed in jail, the 
old story goes, but after a time 
made hie escape, went north and 
there joined the Regular Army. 
He served several years and made 
a creditable showing. He is said to 
have enlisted under the name of 
George Hester. After a few years 
he married. 

Joe Hester, at the time Petty 
met death, was 
from Glasgow, where he had ob- 
tained a license to marry Miss 
Kate Keaton. a neighborhood 
beauty. It was said that Hester 
never again saw his sweetheart, 
and from that day on “Joseph 
Hester’ was lost to the world. 

The reconstruction period was 
under way and search for Hester 


been, and it was believed he had 
joined the Army. The case was 
forgotten as the years went by. 

@ narrative as it reached here 
gays that one Madison Thompson, 
a farmer in Indiana, told his wife 
as death neared about incidents of 
long ago in Kentucky.

Complaint was 
made and a pension examiner 
started on the long trail that led 
through the years in an attempt 
to straighten the tangle and bring 
relief to his widow. The investi- 
gation led to Glasgow, original 
home of the man known as Hester.

TWO INQUESTS 

Whether the Coroner's jury will 
be presented with enough evidence 
to directly fix the blame, those con- 
ducting investigations of the acci- 
dent would not indicate last. night. 
They intimated, however, that all 
of the facts would be laid before 
the jurors. 

While the inquest was officially 
listed as over the body of Mrs. 
Beastie G. Barish of 524 North Ber- 
endo street, Los Angeles, it was 
stated at the Coroner's office yes- 
terday that the one inquest will 
be made to serve for all of those 
killed in the tragedy. 

In the case of Mrs. Caroline 
Sherman, 386 Carroll Park, Long 
Beach, .who died from the shock 
of witnessing the falling of the 
stand, it was stated that a sep- 
arate inquest will be conduct- 
ed, as her death was not due di- 
rectly to the accident. ‘ 

While arrangements for the in- 
quest were being made, investi- 
gations begun by various agencies, 
including Coroner Nance, the Pas- 
adena city authorities, the District 
Attorney and the grand jury were 
continued, yesterday. The princi- 
pal efforts apparently were being 
made to locate witnesses and oth- 
ers whose testimony will 
value. 

EXPECTS TO TESTIFY 

Among the important witnesses 
expected to appear at the inquest 
are Pasadena Police Sergeant Roy 
Worrell, who reported that he had 
personally investigated the grand 
stand several days before the 
Tournament of Roses and declared 
it unsafe at that time; M. L. 
Hutchinson, building inspector of 
Monrovia; who is making an in- 
vestization of the causes of the 
accident for Coroner Nance; Chief 
of Police Kelley and city authort- 
tles of Pasadena, including A. C. 
Shaver, head of the building de- 
partment, and a deputy that sup- 
posedly passed on the fitness of 
the grand stand's construction. 

At the Pasadena hospitals - last 
night it was reported that three or 
four more of the most seriously 
injured may yet die. Among 
those are two women, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Dobson of 523 North Beren- 
do street, Los Angeles, and Mrs. 
E. C. Beckwith, 550 North Molino 
avenue, Pasadena. 

Despite the findings of the Coro- 
ne jury today, it is understood 
that the grand jury investigation 
will continue unabated. The 
grand jury reconvenes tomorrow 
at 10 a.m. ie the new Hall of Jus- 
tice, and it is expected at that 
time that the body as a whole will 
consider the results of both their 
own investigation and facts to be 
supplied them by the District At- 
torney's office. 


RESCUERS THANKED 

Gratitude to the hundreds of 
individuals whose unselfish serv- 
ice and cool-headed help made 
possible the remarkably speedy 
rescue work which was effected 
after the street stand collapsed was 
expressed by Chief of Police Kel- 
ley on behalf of the Pasadena 
force. 

“If it had not been for the splen- 
did co-operation rendered the po- 
lice department by the public, the 
situation could not have been 
cleared up for many hours,” he 
declared. “The conduct of our 
people on the entire line of parade 
was perfect, and ff it had not been 
for this catastrophe, it would have 
been the most successful tourna- 
ment we have ever held.” 

One of the most lasting tmpres- 
sions left in Pasadena after New. 
Year’s Day is the appreciation of 
the amazingly efficient aid ren- 
dered to the injured following the 
street stand collapse by the police 
officers of Pasadena and Los An- 
geles, the Pasadena fire depart- 
ment, hospitals and other agencies 
and hundreds of individual spec- 
 tators. 

The presence of mind of a doz- 
en men in the high street stand 
across the street from the one that 
went down undoubtedly saved the 
lives of many. This stand had 
been characterized as unsafe by 
Detective Sergeant Beal in a report 
to Chief Kelley, and when the 
Mahoney stand fell, the crowd in 
the one across the street started to 
stampede it. A dozen men jumped 
to their feet and begged the spec- 
tators to remain seated. After a 
moment of hesitation, they heeded 
the pleas, and then after a few 


minutes began to file out slowly 
and cautiously.

Not only did these orders direet the kill- 
ing, they directed him to destroy the bodies 
and all evidences of what had taken place. 
The “execution” must be kept secret. The 
report must be spread that the royal family 
Had been moved to another part of Russia. 

And this is Bolshevism! This is the die- 
tatorship of the proletariat! There is no 
record that Nero, Caligula or any darbarian 
chief or potentate ever pursued his political 
enemies with such heartless malignancy. 
Lenin, Trotzky and their confederates were 
the very antithesis of patriots. They have 
never given evidence of a single patriotic 
impulse. They were criminal conspirators. 
No black hand vendetta was ever so ruth- 
less. 

When the Roman senators stabbed Caesar 
they appeared in the open, on the steps of 
the Capitol; and their vengeance did not 
extend to the members of his family. The 
rabble of Paris in the bloodiest days of the 
French Revolution was not so wholly with- 
out conscience and without heart.

APPLE SAID TO BE 
A PREHISTORIC FOOD. 


The universal popularity of the 
apple, wherever it is avaliable, 
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due to an instinctive recognition 
of its merits as a human foodstuff, 
Dr. J. H. Kellogg stated in a re- 
cent address. The apple was well 
known to the prehistoric peoples 
of Europe. Traces of it are found 
in the ancient lake dwellings of 
Switzerland. ‘The earliest settlers 
of America found the Indians cu- 
tivating apple orchards. The ap- 
ple, with other fruits and nuta, 
constituted the staples of the bill 
of fare of the primitive man. 

The fact that consistent fruita- 
rians, both adult and children, 
maintain a well-nourished condi- 
tion on diets of frults and nuts 
which are of moderate food value 
and low protein content, is strong 
evidence that the nutrients of fruits 
and nuts must be well d and 
also efficiently utilized in meta- 
bolism. This is in harmony both 
with the belief that man is de- 
scended from ancestors whose chief 
food was fruit and nuts, and with 
the results of modern investiga- 
tions of the chemical structure of 
the nut proteins. 

Fruits and nuts are to be re- 
garded as staple articles of food 
and by no means as simple relishes 
or accessories. 

Everybody whose urine fs toe 
acid can eat apples with profit, 
which means, of course, that ev- 
ery meat eater, every one who 
drinks tea or coffee, every person 
who indulges freely in breakfast 
foods, should eat apples as an an- 
tidote for the acid foods which 
he eats. 

The conventional combination of 
apple sauce with roast pork is 
another illustration of the wen- 
derful tnstinctive guidance which 
we human beings may once have 
possessed to a much larger, ex-

Reid, head’ of a large real estate 
concern bearing his name, will 
go before the Superior Court and 
institute mandamus proceedings 
to force J. R. Gabbert, State Real 
Estate Commissioner, to issue the

The license of Reid was revoked 
last August 15 by Commissioner 
Gabbert. The Reid company ap- 
pealed to the Superior Court, filed 
a bond and continued to operate, 
Mr. Gabbert stated yesterday. The 
case did not come to trial before 
the end of the year, and last Sat- 
urday, Mr. Reid appeared before 
the Commissioner and applied for 
a 1926 license for himself as well 
as for the 100 agents in his em- 
ploy. After an examination the 
license was denied. Mr. Gabbert 
said he was then notified that 
mandamus proceedings would be 
brought in the Superior Court. 

“If Mr. Reid is successful in 
his efforts it amounts practically 
to a nullification of the State law,” 
said Mr. Gabbert. “The real es- 
tate department will go into court 
prepared for a bitter conflict. The 
Reid case is extremely important, 
as numerous other brokers, simi- 
larly situated, are watching the 
outcome.” 

Mr. Gabbert explained that if 
the brokers manage to operate in 
spite of commissioner’s rulings, 
the restraint delegated by the State 
law is nulliffed.

The 
writings of our Old Testament 
were gradually accumulated and 
set aside from among the masses 
of Hebrew writings: and, similarly, 
church councils selected the writ- 
ings of our New Testament from 
among the great output of, early 
Christian literature. If church 
‘councils were making such a se- 
lection entirely new today, un- 


„ }doubtedly they would leave out a 


good deal now included in our 
Bible, and they would perhaps in- 
clude some books and passages not 
now Included in the canon or sa- 
cred collection. The real Word of 
God’ is just so much of this re- 
ligious literature as is attested by 
the witness of the Holy Spirit of 
God in our hearts as being spir- 
itual truth. We néed a canon, an 
accepted group of writings such 
as the Bible, the choice of the most 
earnest and devout leaders of 
Christendom, to be a guide and 
norm for our worship and devo- 
tion, The authority of suck a 
canon, however, should not be on 
the basis of its supposed magical 
correctness in historical and asci- 
entific teaching, for this is com- 
paratively unimportant, but, using 
the profoundly wise and far-see- 
ing words of the great founders of 
modern Protestantism, let us say 
that the supreme function of the 
Bible is to teach us what man is 
to believe concerning God, and 
what duty God requires of man.“

FAMILY BONUSES 


Custom Prevails in Government 
and Private Industries in France 


A comparatively new system in 
modern industry, which is spread- 
ing rapidly in France, is the cus- 
tom of family allowances or bonus- 


es granted to employees by their 
employers. 

It is based on the number of 
children each workman has and 18 
intended to increase good will in 
work as well as to encourage larger 
families. Regard for the family 
as a unit is another motive. The 
system is now well established. 

It began in a small way when 


introduced bonuses for the de- 
pendents of their workers. The 
government during the war adopt- 
ed it for all state employees, It 
was a feature of the wage awards 
of the conciliation committees. 

Metal firms in Grenoble after 
the war formed a co-operative pool 
from which they drew on an 
agreed scale for their workers with 
families. Similar pools were start- 
ed all over Franee; last June they 
numbered 176. They have 
a federation or “Central Commit- 
tee on Family Allowances.” 

Three-quarters of all industrial 
workers in France are employed 
with a guaranty that thelr families 
willl receive allowances. The sys- 
tem is general, not only in rail- 
roads and mines, but in factories 
and government service. It is 
spreading to commerce and agri- 
culture. 

Great sums are distributed every 
month in these bonuses, which vary 
according to the district or the 
irade. In Paris the allowance for 
six dependent children is 330 
francs a month. At Marseilles it 
is about one-fifth higher, and at 
Grenoble Only about one-half as 
much. 

Where the cost of living is low 
the bonus may be only 2 per cent 
of the father’s wages; in the north, 
where living is dear, it 16 5 or 6 


per cent. The Paris, Lyons and 
Mediterranean railways pays 7% 
per cent.

FRANCE REAPS HUGE 
PROFIT FROM TOBACCO 


STATE CONTROD IN POLAND 
AND IN DENMARK ALSO 
PROVIDES REVENUES 


The tobacco industry in France, 
Toland and Denmark is a govern- 
ment monopoly, says the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in discussing 
the tobacco monopolies of Ru- 
rope. 

‘In France the government alone 
has the right to manufacture and 
sel] tobacco and its cultivation is 
closely regulated, the report con- 
tinues. Every person who wishes 
to cultivate tobacco must receive 
a government permit. The gov- 
ernment not only specifies the 
number of acres which a grower 
must cultivate, but also the num- 
ber of plants an acre. The grower 
must agree to sow only seeds 
furnished by the monopoly, to de- 
vote the most careful attention to 
the cultivation of the area in- 
trusted to him for that purpose 
and to deliver his entire crop to 
the monopoly at a fixed price, de- 
pending on the grade. 

The French government realized 
a net profit of more than $74,600,- 
000 from the operation of the 
monopoly during 1921, the latest 
year for which statistics are avail- 
able. The production of tobacco 
in France during 1924 amounted 
to 63,859,000 pounds, which was 
supplemented by imports amount- 
ing to approximately 58,414,000 
pounds, 

The Polish State tobacco mo- 
nopoly was established in 1924. 
the government buying up all of 


the end of 1924 its holdings rep- 
resented a capital investment of 
$5,940,000. The net profit to the 
government during the first year 
of the monopoly was $25,817,000. 
The tobacco industry in Den- 
mark is a government monopoly, 
although producers and dealers 
have more freedom in the conduct 
of their business. The Danish 
government restricta ita activities 
to the control of factories and to 
the imposition of tobacco taxes 
and the collection of revenues. 
During 1924 approximately 
1,159,200,000 cigarettes, or 843 per 
capita, were consumed in Den- 
mark, one-tenth being of foreign 
origin. The Internal revenue sales 
tax collected on foreign and do- 
mestio manufactured cigarettes 
during 1924 amounted to 11.884. 
600. The production of smoking 
tobacoo in the government con- 
trolled factories amounted to 
4,644,000 pounds, which was sup- 


ported from abroad. The con- 
sumption of smoking tobacco dur- 
ing 1924 amounted to about 1.8 
pounds per capita, the total rev- 
enue tax cqllected on that product 
amounting to $392,000.—[ Px- 
change. 


DEVIL’S TOWER CLIMBED 

One of the most interesting 
points adjacent to the Black Hills 
is the Devils tower, a freak of na- 
ture located in Wyoming about 
thirty-five miles from Sundance 
and eighty-five miles from Dead- 
wood. It rises from the plains in 
the distance, looking like a gi- 
gantic monument. 

The summit of the Deu, Tower 
rises to a height of more than 1200 
feet from the plain. It is three and 
a half miles around the base and 
the tower part itself shoots up a 
sheer 800 feet. The tower has been 
climbed but once, and that 
about twenty vears ago. 

The man who made the ascent 
spent two months in conetructin 
a ladder up the aide before 
reached the top. To prevent any- 
one else attempting to duplicate 
his feat the bottom part of the 
ladder has been torn away. The 
balance of the ladder still remains 
in plain sight on the side of the 
tower.—[Dakota Republican.

DISCOVERY OF A NEW 
BIBLE FRAGMENT 


Prof. N. Beer, scientific attache 
of the Greek legation in Berlin, in 
the course of the examination of a 
private collection of manuscripts 
that wag brought to Germany some 
years ago from the monastery of 
Mt. Sinai, has discovered a frag- 
ment of the famous “Codex Sinai- 
ticus.”” 

This codex is estimated by ex- 


perts to be one of the oldest manu- 
ecript versions of Holy Scripture 
we possess, but is only known in 
very incomplete form. According 
to tradition, it is one of fifty manu- 
script coples that Emperor Con- 
stantinus had made, being the copy 
he presented the Christians of Asia 
Minor. 
The fragment now recovered in 
this unexpected fashion presents 
some exceedingly interesting points 
for comment. It is at present be- 
ing examined carefully and trans- 
lated by Prof. Beer and other 
authorities, and as soon as they 
have reported on it fully the re- 
sults of the investigation will be 
published in a  paleographical 
journal.—[Kansas City Star.

total population of the State was 
1,812,986 March Of these, 
1,681,646, or 92.7 per cent, were 


born in the United States, 88,010 
were foreign born, while the place 
of birth was not recorded for 43,- 
512. The foreign born popula- 
tion comprised but 4.85 per cent 
of the State’s total this year, as 
compared with 6.89 per cent in 
1915.—-[Topeka correspondent of 
Kansas City Star.
